that Univerfity. Maſter Chezmell, being 
chalenged by ſome of Maſter Erbury's fol- 
lowers to meet him at Saint Maries 0 
Munday, Fan. 11. could do no leſle ( fo 
many Reaſons ) then come ; where Ma 
Rer Erbary maintained theſe Ten follow 
ing Poſitions.

X. That when Chriſt came to take 
fleſh of the Virgin, hee did not take the 
Humane nature.

The Diſpute continu- 
dat leaſt four hours ; Maſter Cheynell had 
gnerall approbation : and the truth was 
radily embraced with ſhouting and ac- 
damations, for which let God have all 
the glory. . "Tis hoped the Honourable 
Houſes of Parliament will 'not ſuffer a man 
todraw away tne people, as he hath done 
(under the ſpecious name of Saints and fſan- 
ditie, and with ſtrange myſterious Expoſi- 
tons of Scripture) already very many, e- 

cially women; but will proceed effe- 
tually againſt him, and make him an ex- 
ample to all other Seftaries, both for his 
lamnable errours, and unparallell'd bold- 
reſſe, in ſo open a manner and place main- 
rining them,
